seems improbable that he

ing camps. 
The Wilson people hold on

other hand that Shannon

The whole lower part of tho valley 
is against him.

er Colonel Kllet aud Commo- 
dore Davis cleared the Confed- 
erate fleet from tlie Mississippi 
above 
Vickfeburg; 
everything atloat that es- 
caped annihilation 
took refuge In 
wn-tei- s 
flowing Iu through Arkansas. 
Gen- 
eral T. C. llindman 
commanded 
what 
remained of Confederate forces in Ar- 
kansas and, surmising that the cucmy's 
warships might take the notion 
to 
in- 
spect the interior of his bailiwick, or- 
dered the troops and vessels on White 
river to make a stand at the bluffs 
be- 
low St. Charles, a point 100 miles from 
the Mississippi. 
The expedition for the defense of the 
bluff consisted of the gunboats 
1'ont-ehartral- n 
and Mauiepas, with 100 men, 
on the ground, and Colonel Allison 
Nel- 
son's Texas regiment on the way from 
the Lone Star State to 
llind- 
man where they could do the most good. 


Thlrty-flv- 
rifles were all the weapons 
that could be scraped np for the 100 
men. 
The unarmed men were set to 
work to obstruct the channel. 
Captain Joseph Fry of the Maurepas 
was the Inspiring genius of the defense, 
lie had served In the old United States 
navy. 
Fry was a gallant wanior, tall, 
well 
proportioned, handsome'' and 
in- 
telligent, modest and braic. 
Lieuten- 
ant J. W. Duuningtou was commander 
of the Pontchartrain, 
and Captain A. 
C. Williams handled the land troops. 
Two 32 pounder rifles from the Pont- 
chartrain were placed In battery on tho 
bluffs to be worked by the crew of the 
vessel. 
Down 
stream from 
Dunning-ton'- 
s 
battery Fry 
placed 
four guns 
from his own 
ship, and still farther 
down Williams stationed the thirty-fiv- e 
riflemen as sharpshooters. 
Just above tho batteries the Confed- 
erates began a row of piles, hoping to 
bring the enemy's vessels 
to a stand 
under tho guns of the batteries. 
The 
sudden nppoaranco 
of tho enemy put 
an end to the work, but Fry scuttled 
and 
sunk 
the 
Maurepas, 
with 
two 
transports, between the piles and the 
bank on either side. 
Fry got news of 
a formidable expedition coming up tho 
river, but every hour brought Nelson's 
Texans nearer, and he decided to wait 
and flgUt. 
During tho night of June 10 the ene- 
my anchored just below tho batteries.

of the ironclads 
Mound 
City 
and 
St.

wooden gunboats Couestoga and Tyler.

of the Mound City was chief of 
t'.i. 
flotilla. 
Hai-I- 
on the morning of 
the 17th Colonel Fitch landed 
his men 
below 
the bluffs 
aud marched along 
the heights to engage Williams' sharp- 
shooters. 
At the same time tho fleet, 
led by tho Mound City, steamed ahead 
and tossed shell 
and grape into tho 
woods and bushes along shore. 
Fry's guns kept silent until tho Mound 
City came abreast of his lower battery, 
tho naval rifles from the Maurepas. 
A 
broadside from these guns drew the 
lire of all tho fleet upon the batteries, 
and at the same time Williams' sharp- 
shooters wcie hunted out of their lair 
by the shell aud small shot from the 
gunboats aud the bullets of Fitch's 
skirmishers. 
Under cover of tho gun- 
boat flro Fitch pushed his men up to 
the rear of tho lower battery and after 
looking 
tho ground over signaled 
to 
Kilty that ho would 
storm the 'place 
unless tho 
t.ilors preferred to take all 
the 
work 
of silencing them. 
Kilty 
quickly lespouded that the navy would 
take 
tho contract 
alone. 
The land 
troops 
could 
not 
do 
good 
execution 
while the gunboat Are swept over the 
crest of the bluff. 
Captain 
Kilty 
brought 
the 
Mound 
City to directly iu front of Fry's four 
gun battery aud pounded It with shot 
for an hour. 
Mcauwhilc Duuningtou 
trained his guns upon tho Mound City. 
At that Kilty signaled the St. Louis 
and her wooden consorts to steam up 
close 
and 
engage 
tho lower battery 
while the Mound City took caro of tho 
upper one. 
Dunnington's guns proved 
to 
be a considerable distance apart 
Captain Kilty passed the first under a 
good 
headway 
without 
silencing 
It, 
and 
ids ship was soou between the 
flro of two heavy guns In point blank 
range. 
For an hour and a half tho ships 
fought tho batteries. 
Fitch's 
men at 
tho same time crowded the riflemen 
back upon the bluffs. 
Fry took alarm 
at the unexpected boldness of Fitch's 
men and sent uord to 
Dunulngtou, 
urgiug him to send to tho rear of the 
bluffs every 
man that could be spared 
from the guns. 
It was the crisis of 
the light, 
and Nelson's 
Texans were 
not yet on hand. 
Dunniugton stayed 
by the guu farthest up stream. 
Hav- 
ing an unobstructed range of the dar- 
ing Ironclad, 
ho took careful aim and 
landed a shell near her bow that for 
destruetiveness stands unrivaled In the 
history of naval gunnery. 
The 
mis- 
sile crashed through the plating of the 
Mound 
City on tho port side, 
killed 
eight men at the guu nearest its track 
and then passed through the steam 
drum fore and aft. 
Volumes of scald- 
ing steam 
poured 
through 
the 
gun 
chambers, and In an Instant the proud 
ironclad became a ship of anguish and 
death. 
The slowly turning wheel kept 
on revolving until the bow of tho ves- 
sel was close Inshore near the Confed- 
erate gnns. 
Duunington saw that his 
shot had torn through tho vitals of his 
antagonist nnd ceased 
firing. 
Colonel 
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Fitcli auxiously watched the progress 
of tho gunboat fight from his position 
on tho bluff. 
Ue was a now volunteer, 
untrained in war, but what ho lacked 
In training lie made up In good sense 
and courage. 
Seeing the Mound City 
moving 
blindly 
inshore 
and 'sailors 
Jumping headlong, through 
tlie ports 
aud from tho decks Into 
the water, 
with 
clouds 
of steam belching from 
the. hatches, he concluded 
that Kilty 
nnd the Ironclad were out of the fight. 
First signaling tho St Louis, 
Conesto-g- a 
and Tyler to cease firing, he rushed 
his men upon the batteries. 
Williams' 
riflemen 
were seen to be firing upon 
the struggling sailors in the water, and 
Fitch told his best marksmen to pay 
attention to them, while tho main body 
dashed for the gnus of tho four gun 
battery. 
Fry had left tho guns and 
hurried to tho upper battery to consult 
with Dunnington nnd Williams, 
but on 
the return met Fitch's irtn between 
the two batteries. 
Rallj ing what men 
ho could call around him. he made a 
final stand behind Dunnington's guns, 
but was soon thot down and captured. 
When ordered to stop filing by Fitch, 
the commander of the St. Louis steam- 
ed up and 
hooked 
on to the 
Mound 
City. 
She had been deserted by all 
her ablebodied men. 
Kilty was severe- 
ly scalded and lost nn arm shot away. 
His crew of 173 was reduced to 
twenty-t- 


hree 
lit for duty. 
In tho casemate 
where tho shot took effect 
eighty-thre- 
e 
were killed 
by tho enemy's Are or by 
scalding steam. 
In the water 
twenty-th- o 
wounded 
sailors were picked up 
and also tho bodies 
of 
forty-tw-o 
who 
had jumped from the ship. 
Some of 
these last wore struck by tho bullets 
of the Confederate sharpshooters, who 
had been ordeicd to fire upon them by 
Captain Williams. 
Dun.ilngton reported that when the 
Mound 
City drifted 
Inshore after the 
awful shot she was hailed to lower tho 
flag. 
Ho didn't know that there was 
no one on board to hear tho summons 
or to answer it 
Ills men were then 
directed to flro upon the Federals in 
tho water. 
In 
of tho disaster Captain Kil- 
ty's boldness 
won tho day. 
The 
gal-la- 
attack by his ships upon tho bat- 
tel ies took the enemy by surprise, and 
they let slip the opportunity given by 
Dunnington's 
clever 
shot 
Colonel 
Fitch carried tho entiro bluff within 
an hour, but Nelson's Texans were al- 
ready within sound of tho firing, and 
an hour's delay might have defeated 
tho enterprise and euded in the loss of 
all the ships. 
Captain Fry was picked 
up on the 
field 
unconscious, 
but 
survived 
his

wounds and was exchanged- - Later he 
took command 
of the famous blockade 
runner 
Eugenie, 
which boldly cruised 
under the Confederate flag. 
When the 
warships of Butler's noted expedition 
against Fort Fisher, N. C, were 
pour-lu-g 
shots luto the fort from hundreds 
of guns, he attempted 
to run a cargo 
of powder Into the beleaguered fort 
Signals were given from the shore to 
Fry to scuttle his ship and save the 
crew, but by lighting her he took her 
Into port minus only part of tho valua- 
ble cargo. 
At the closo of the war Fry settled in 
Albany, 
N. Y., and finally found a new 
field of adventure as captain of the 
Cuban filibustering steamer VIrglnius, 
which attempted to land the expedition 
of General 
Washington Itynn on 
Cu--b- 
soil iu 1S73. 
The ship fell into the 
hands of the Spaniards, and the brave 
Fry, with 
fifty-thre- 
e 
of his men, was 
dealt with after the summary manner 
of Spain, 
although 
he protested 
vig- 
orously that aa n United States citizen 
ho should be given a trial. 
During tho war and at the time of 
tho VIrglnius 
episode it was said that 
Pry ordered the sharpshooters to fire on 
Kilty's men In the water at St Charlc. 
The firing was done from near Dun- 
nington's battery, and at the time of It" 
rry was not In tho vicinity.
